‘Poignant reminder of those spaci- 
ous days of glory and grieving, ‘“‘Pop- 
py Day” once more recurs to prompt 
the. citizens of this country in the 
duties they have inherited from the 
past generation. To Canadian youth 
in this year of grace, the deep-red 
petals of the Poppy may not carry 
the same significance they bore to the 
youth of eighteen years ago. The 
symbolism of saciifice with which the 
‘Poppy has become charged is some- 
thing to whith the present generation 
succeeds only through the wistful 
memories of the ageing men, who 
fought their country’s. battles, tri- 
umphed amid surroundings carpeted 
with Poppies. 

To wear this humble emblem on 


‘Poppy ‘Day is to proclaim that amid 


all the jangling confusion through 
which this country is striving valient- 
ly to penetrate the heart and mind 
are nevertheless attuned to a sense of 
homage due those men whose patriot- 
ism inspired 600,000 Canadians to of- 
fer themselves for service ‘between 
1914 and 1918; of that number more 
than 60,000 found graves in France 
and Belgium. And it is over those 
graves that the Poppy blows. in per- 
ennial bloom. : 

The numbered . dead were not 
strangers. They were young Canadi- 
ans, filled even as the youth of today 
is filled, with the joy of living. So 
also were the 170,000 men who in 
1936 bear/upon their bodies the marks 
and scars of war—the disabled ex- 
service men who suffered disablement 
on behalf of Canada. 

To manifest that proud recognition 
of their place in this country, toxmark 
that tribute which is their due, Pop- 
py Day has been’set aside in order 
that all may join in recalling the 
Great Sorrow. 

The blood-red emblems distributed 
throughout Canada by the Canadian 
Legion’s vast volunteer organization 
are the product of disabled veterans, 
men striving to maintain themselves 
in the Vetcraft shops administered by 
the Dominion. government. To pur- 
chase a Poppy is a small thing.

THE ROTARY PLAN OF MONETARY 
~~ REFORM. 


BY W. H. COLLIER 


(Reprinted from The Viking News, Viking, Alberta.) 


Widespread unemployment over the whole country is} 
the one great problem in Canada and with its solution 
many minor problems will disappear. And the main cause 
of unemployment, if not the only one, is the idleness of 
money or purchasing power. A tremendous amount of 
purchasing power has been accumulating in bank deposits 
and in public securities and a very small part of it is be- 
ing used at dny time. Fully 98% of it is being held contin- 
uously idle and the direct connection between this idle 
purchasing power and unemployment can be clearly es- 
tablished. Ba. 


Let us assume that I-have $10,000 deposited in a bank. 
I have complete control of the use of that money and I am. 
the only one who has. It is bank-money but the. bank af- 
ter crediting me with it in my deposit account has no fur- 
ther control over it. I alone ean either use it or hold it 
idle. If I make use of it in any way, either to purchase 


goods or services, or to invest it in the production of more}. 


goods, I will create employment for others. Yet, I am not 
obliged by any laws or rules to use my money and may 
hold it idle for a day, a year or for my lifetime. But, as 
there are other people seeking employment and since by 
using my money I will create employment for them, there- 
fore, so long as I hold it idle I cause them unemployment. 


There are over four million deposit accounts in our 
chartered banks and each.of the owners of those accounts 
can do the same asI. Each-one can either hold his money 
idle or use it. Therefore, each one is responsible for some 


* 


unemployment. 


Similarly, it can be shown that each owner of public 
securities .is holding purchasing power idle and, there-. 
fore, is responsible for some unemployment. — 


Government statistics show that there is approximate- 
ly eight billion dollars of purchasing power owned by in- 
dividuals and corporations in Canada in the two forms of 
bank deposits and public securities and;.as stated previ- 
ously, fully 98% of it is being held continuously idle. As 
our public debt grows so does idle purchasing power. Dur- 
ing the past six years the public debt increased at an av- 
erage rate of $300,000,000 a year and _ idle purchasing 
power has accumulated to the same extent. | 


In order to do away with most of the unemployment 
in Canada it is only necessary to stop the growth of our 
public debt and at the same time for the government to 
make use ofa very small percentage of tWe idle purchas- 
ing power that has already accumulated. It is to this end | 
that the Rotary Plan for Monetary Reform has been de- 
veloped. The Plan is based upon facts and common sense 
and requires only four major changes to be made in our 
present monetary system. 


THE ROTARY PLAN 


1. Partially nationalize the chartered banks to the ex- 
tent at least of limiting the rate of dividends to be paid to 
bank shareholders and all surplus profits of the banks to 
be paid over to the government yearly. 


2.. The federal government to issue sufficient treasury 
notes bearing a fixed rate of interest. of, say 2% per an- 
num and “‘sell’’ them to the banks thus creating bank- 
money with which to redeem all public securities now out- 
standing, federal, provincial and municipal. That is, all 
present public securities will be refunded by a single is- 
sue of 2% federal treasury notes to be held exclusively by 
the banks. The present holders of the public securities 
will be paid off. with bank-money which will be created 
from the treasury notes, and the present securities can- 
celled. : tee EL aaitaaaninateg 


3. All future “borrowings” for public purposes to be 
direct from the banks by means of the 2% treasury notes. 
No other securities to be issued and “sold” by any govern- 
ing body in Canada, and the treasury notes to be sold only! 
to the banks. 


4. The federal government to maintain a combined ser-|. 
vice end demurrage charge of, to begin with, one-half of 
one per cent (14%) per quarter on all bank deposits and 
the revenue therefrom to be applied to the following 
three specific purposes: 


a. Public works and emergency relief. 
b. Old age pensions. 


‘ce. Redeeming of the treasury notes. 


The rate of charge to be varied and fixed from time! 
to time by the economic council. : 


With these four major changes in our present mon- 


2| etary system the total quantity of money or purchasing 
| power to be used in Canada will be brought under com- 
plete control of the federal government or of an economic| 


council representing all governing bodies in Canada. 


After the refunding process has been completed there 
will be approximately. ($8,000,000,000) eight billion dol- 
lars of deposits or bank-money in the chartered banks. . 

On the first day of January, April, July and October 


of each year the banks will debit every deposit account 
one-half of one. per cent. (14%) and credit it to the Gov. 


ernment Account which will give the government an ag-|' 
‘gregate revenue of approximately $40,000,000 per quar-

ter. For the first year let us assume that. the government 
will use $80,000,000 per quarter on the construction of 
public works and the balance, $10,000,000, for emergency 
relief and old age pensions, and not use any of the reven- 
ue as yet to tédeem treasury notes. ne 
This $40,000,000 of revenue is all bank-money and 
will rotate within the banking system. The government 
will disburse it by ¢heques during the quarter in paying 
for labor, services and materials in the construction of the 
public works and in relief or for old age pensions. The 
money will pass through all the ordinary channels of trade, 
retailers, wholesalers, producers, and will inevitably re- 
turn to general deposit accounts. The banks will simply 
record the transferring of the money, first, in the collect- 
ing of revenue, from the general deposit accounts to the 
Government account, and, second, in the disbursing of it, 
from the Government account back to the general deposit. 
accounts. At the end of the quarter there will be the full 
$8,000,000,000 again in the deposit accounts, the .$40,000,- 
000 having been used only for the quarter.’ The same 
rotating of the $40,000,000 will take place each quarter. 


The charge of 14% per quarter does not mean a charge 
of 2% per year against deposit accounts because the $40,- 
000,000 taken out at the beginning of a quarter is return- 
ed to deposit accounts before the next $40,000,000 is tak- 
en out. The money is.rotated quarterly. : risk 


What will the Rotary Plan do? 


1. ‘Over $250,000,000 will be saved each year in interest 
charges on the public debt which will result in taxes all 
over Canada being lowered by from 25% to 40%, 


2. All holders of public securities will have their prin- 


cipal paid back without any repudiation. ~ 


3. There will be $120,000,000 of new public works add- 
ed to the wealth of the‘nation the first year and many mil- 
lions each year thereafter without adding one dollar to 
the public debt, without printing any new money and 
without any taxation. 


4, There will be hundreds of millions of dollars of new 
wealth created by individual initiative through opportun- 
ities made possible by the public works. 


5. Every man and woman between the ages of 21 and 60 


may be kept employed at good wages earning their own 
iving. . 
6. Every man and woman.over 60 may be paid an ade- - 


quate pension to enjoy life the rest of their days without 
working if they wish to do so. ~ 


7. The growth of the public debt will be permanently 
stopped. Public budgets will always be kept balanced and: 
the debt will be gradually reduced to an amount deemed 
advisable by the economic council:

With the near approach of the annual municipal elections in .urban cen | 
tres and rural districts throughout the prairie provinces, the time has) 
arrived when citizens might well devote some serious thought to the type | 
of'men (or women) who should represent them in the local councils during | 
- the coming year. — F | 
While at all,times the question of the quality of representation on! 
municipal councils is one of considerable importance, this year it is one of | 
much magnitude; partly on. account of the difficulties of local government | 
occasioned by problems arising out of the depression and partly because of | 
the restlessness of the changing times and changing viewpoints, particularly | 
on social and economic problems. ‘ | 
From small but vociferous minorities one hears of suggestions and plans} 
for changes which, if put into effect, might constitute a threat to the con-| 
tinued existence of democratic government in this country and there is al- | 
ways a danger, under a democratic form of government, of minority} 
groups imposing their will on the majority, if the majority are apathetic | 
about the conduct of their own affairs. 
For this reason, if for no other, it is highly important that the citizens 
of this country take an active and intelligent interest in their own business | 


—the. business of government, whether it be in the ‘local councils, the pro-| 
vincial legislature or the wider Federal arena. 


It is unfortunately the. case that sometimes municipal election issues | 
are decided by a comparatively small percentage of the electorate because | 


so many refrain from going to the polls to express their: desires through}: 


the ballot. If this results in the election of. representatives unacceptable | 
to the majority and the imposition of policies inimmical to their interests | 
those who refrain from casting their ballots on election day have no “come- | 
back’ and deserve none. . 5 

To many it may seem that local affairs are of little importance. They | 
appear trivial when, matched with provincial issues or Federal policies and| 
this misapprehension sometimes leads to an attitude of nonchalance on the| 
part of a section of the electorate. f : 

On the contrary, however, it should be remembered that despite the | 
fact that local municipal units are the creation and, therefore, the creature$| 
of a superior government, nevertheless local self-government is the bulwark | 
of the people and of all government, and with the extension of activities 
and authority imposed upon municipal councils in recent years is becom- 
ing increasingly so. ‘ : ' 

Not only that, but in many matters closely affecting the lives and wel- 
fare of the citizens of the country, the major governments have adopted 
the custom of seeking the advice and assistance of local municipal repre- 
sentatives in-an increasingly large measure. They regard them, properly, 
as the mouthpiece of the district they serve and more often than not defer 
to their wishes. 

For this reason, as well as the necessity of having men capable of ad- 
ministering local affairs wisely, it is highly important that the municipal 


electors use care and sound judgment in selecting the men who are to rep--\ 


resent them in the councils, that all the electors participate in the function | 
of casting the ballot and that once having made their selection the electors | 
support their representatives as long as they prove worthy of the high trust | 
imposed in them. , | 
‘ If the great majority of the electors take thése duties seriously, Jess | 
will be heard of trivial matters being injected into municipal election cam. 
paigns and municipal council debates and there iis less likelihood that 
elected representatives will listen to insistent demands of organized minor- 
ities or individuals who seek concessions or make proposals adverse to the | 
interests of the great rank and file of the electorate. 
_ One sometimes hears it stated that it is difficult or impossible to induce | 
the best-fitted to. accept nomination for public office. If that is so, it must 
largely be the fault of the percentage of the electorate who decline to take 
an active interest in their own affairs, both in the matter of selecting | 
candidates and in giving them hearty support in devising and carrying out | 
measures and policies for the benefit of the community as a whole. 
Such comments are not, of course, applicable to all municipalities, and' 
perhaps not even to a majority of them, In many cities, towns, villages
